Returning to Greece, he 
entered keenly into political life, and in ’77 
became a Minister of State. He was chosen 
Foreign Minister in the Coumoundouros Cabinet, 
and took part in the Berlin Congress, where his 
diplomacy secured for Greece an extension of 
territory in Thessaly.

a gallant and resourceful Irish officer, has proved 
one of the most serviceable of the Europeans 
called upon to perform responsible duties in 
the disturbed island of Crete.

Lord Byron landed at Missolonghi on Jan. 5, 
1824, made great efforts to check the dissension 
among the Greek leaders, but caught rheumatic 
fever and died April 19 of the same year. On 
his birthday, Jan. 22, 1824, Lord Byron wrote a 
poem which included the following lines— 
Awake (not Greece—she is awake) ! 
Awake my spirit, think through whom 
Thy life-blood tracks its parent lake, 
And then strike home! 


If thou regrett’st thy youth, why live? 


The land of honourable death

Porte could have informed the Greek Govern- 
ment of the Sultan’s decision. Indeed, -in 
the Greek Chamber of Deputies at Athens 
on that very Saturday, King George’s able 
Prime Minister, M. Delyannis, replying to 
a question, pointed out that on Good Friday the 
Turks had been repulsed in an attempt to occupy 
a position situated in the neutral zone. Athens 
was naturally greatly agitated at the tidings of 


sanguinary encounters on the frontier of Greece.. 


On Easter Sunday the Turkish Ambassador left 
Athens ; and M. Delyannis, informing the-Greek 
Chamber of the rupture of diplomatic relations 
with the Porte, which had given the ‘‘ aggressive 
attitude of Greece” as the ‘‘ pretext,” tersely 
added: ‘‘Turkey declares war against us; we 
accept it.”’ The “prolonged cheers’? which 
greeted this grave statement must have been 
swiftly followed by bitter tears in many a Greek 
home. With hearty sympathy for King George 
in the sadly critical position he has been, 
unhappily, forced into by the belligerent. Greeks, 
the great majority of common-sense Englishmen 
cannot but support their own Government in‘all 
they have done to preserve the peace of Europe, 
and to persuade Greece from going to war. But

Stick More Closely to the Egg-Basket and 
the Dead Poultry Market, 
and try to keep the foreigner out of them, as it is a labonr 
of love with Mr. Charles E. Brooke, formerly Master of the 
Poulters’ Company, todo. May he succeed in keeping a good 
portion of the Seven Millions sterling sent out of this country 
for birds and eggs! Take any of the recently introduced 
manufactured breeds of fancy fowls ; they are all made to 
sell. Not like the cheap razors—to sell cheap, but the 
reverse rather. The Wyandotte is a good case in point. 
Fairly useful fowl though it is, I am sure it will not get a | 
look in, either as an egg-basket filler or a tip-top table bird, | 
where our older market breeds and our known crosses, such 
as those recommended by the leading salesmen from time to | 
time, are to the fore. In my.own poultry-yards I depend | 
on well-tried crosses. I never depend on a special egg- 
producing cross to be a big table bird. That is an impossi- 
bility. I have f E |

that I call my Everlasting Buffs. Those I rely on to lay 
250 eggs a yeareach. Ihave another cross yclept Utility 
Buffs. Those are fairly good all round, and pay well. I 
have yet another cross of Giant Buffs—the grandest table 
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-AN ORIGINATOR OF “EVERLASTING BUFFS.” | 
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birds possible. The Buff Leghorn is the half foundation of 
my first cross-breed, and it also enters into the composition 
of my Utility Buffs. The reasons for using the Leghorn 
are these : aneverlasting layer must be an active, sprightly, 
keen-foraging fowl, a hardy, well-feathered bird, a non- 
sitter, and a steady layer. 


The Leghorn 
is all those; but it has also two or three faults, its chief 
one being that show fanciers have weakened its blood by 
inbreeding, etc., till it runs the risk of being alinost sterile. 
Jt also runs back in the size of its eggs, and that is a cruel 
defect for the untutored egg-producing farmer who tries 
by using the Leghorn to turn out best market size and 
quality of eggs. I hope to say more about my three breeds 
of Buff fowls shortly. In the meantime, I want my 
sensible fancying readers to fix the colour of my breeds in 
their mind’s eye, and to go for that colour in preference to 
all others, and I will give my reason for holding that faith 
anon, 


Toulouse and Other Geese. 

To oblige a correspondent I give this sketch of Toulouse 
geese. He asks if they have any detects that give them 
drawbacks for the best markets? Now I like those ques- 
tions, and am making a special reply. There is in the 
breed a defect, although the Toulouse has perhaps the 
largest frame of any breed; it has a deep “dewlap,” as 
my poultry woman calls the low-hanging part under the 
abdomen. This part is considered by many poulterers to 
be a fault, and they call it offal. It is not really palatable 
goose flesh, and can only be classed as surplus fat. We

want to breed this out if we can. Some time ago Icame | 
across quite a distinct breed of geese in South Wales. So 
distinct are they that I often think they must be a pure 
breed. They are fair-sized geese. The ganders are | 
always white or are slightly marked with pearl. The geese 

are like those in my sketch almost, the difference being | 
that they haye a white face—white to the top of the head, | 
and a pearly-white front or breast-patch. I find these 
geese to be almost free from “dewlap,” and I am getting | 
up a stock of them with the intention of crossing with the | 
Toulouse, to improve that breed. If anything,

; These Welsh Geese | 
are better layers than the Chinese variety, and beat both | 
the Embden and the Toulouse at that business consider- 
ably. Toulouse geese have orange-coloured bill and legs. 
The frame also differs in one particular from that of other | 
geese, and the breed may be recognised by this: in the 
Toulouse the breastbone. parts, and appears to have two 
ridges, whilst in all other geese the breastbone is one | 
straight bone, like a ship’s keel.

THE TURKO-GRECIAN WAR. 


HE die is cast. The raids of Greek 
Irregulars over the Turkish frontier— 
ordered by the Greek Secret Society, 

Ethniké Hetairia—caused the Sultan and his 
Ministers to declare war against Greece on Satur- 
day last, April 17; and on the same day the 
announcement of the grave news in the Athens 


Parliament by the Greek Premier was followed 
by his acceptance of the challenge, with the 
enthusiastic approval of the Greek deputies. 
The Capture of Phinika by Greek 
Irregulars 
on Friday, April 9, was one of the provocations 
which accelerated this deplorable war. A most 
vivid description of the-raid was supplied by one 
of the Special War Correspondents of the Daily 
News, who wrote— 
About seven in the morning of fFriday, the main body, 


drawn up in a long marching column, with banners flying, | 


and the chieftains on horseback, set out for the frontier. 
Just at the frontier they divided into two columns, under 
the separate command of Captain Mylonas and Captain 
Capsalopulos, and crossed the frontier at two points nearly 
an hour’s march apart. 

Captain Mylonas’ column was soon engaged by the 
‘Turkish station at Phinika, which kept up a sharp 
musketry fire. It was hereupon decided to storm. the 
‘Turkish position,.and this was done by the insurgents in 
gallant style, two Turkish soldiers being killed, and nine 
made prisoners. These latter, by the way, have already 
arrived at Trikkala. 

The Greek sergeant of Evzones (sharpshooters) com- 
manding the next station, worked his way down the 
gorge to reconnoitre. He had not gone far when he came 
upon a party of five Turkish soldiers hastening to join the 
station at Phinika. The sergeant was fired. upon, and 
replied, and then received a bullet in his right arm. He 
nevertheless succeeded in retreating and rejoining his force 
at the station. a 


Greeks Beaten at Krania. 

But the incursiohs of the Greek Irregulars 
soon received a severe check. According to 
Reuter’s Larissa Correspondent, a ‘strong force 
of Turks from Metzovo, with mountxin guns, 
advanced on Krania and attacked the ‘ insur- 
gents,’ who, to the number of about 400, had 
taken up an entrenched position there. The 


latest reports state that fierce fighting ensued on | 
both sides, and that the ‘insurgents’ were com- | 


pelled to fall back into the mountains on the 
northern side of Krania, though some broke 
through the Turkish line and escaped to Baltino, 
where there is an ‘insurgent’ dépôt with pro- 
visions and munitions.’ 


The Battle at Karya, 

fought last Saturday between the Turkish and 
Greek Regulars, was ene of the sanguinary 
engagements that took place prior to the formal 
declaration of war. The enterprising and plucky 
writer of Reuter’s Special Service at Elassona 
despatched at 10 p.m. last Saturday an interest- 
ing account of this terrific contest, in which five 
Turkish officers were killed— 


I left here in the morning and arrived at Karya after a 
three hours’ journey, The engagement was then in pro- 
gress, and 
was enabled to

Greek force, 
which is evi-

regs early hour this (Saturday) morning they were 
engaged by four Turkish battalions and driven back 
towards the frontier. The Greeks, however, took up a 
zosition on the crest of several hills, and the combat was 
resumed at ten o’clock. Among the invaders are a con- 
siderable number of Sicilian Volunteers. At intervals of 
about two hours the enemy renewed the attack upon the 
Turkish position. : 

The Turkish soldiers, who remained calm, stood on the 
defensive, sufferi considerable loss. I saw forty-eight

killed is not yet known, as only the wounded are being 
brought into. hospital, the dead being left on the field of 
battle. It was approaching four o'clock in the afternoon 


- when I left Karya. On the way I met more wounded 


being carried into camp. à 

The Greeks appear to have contented themselves with 
occupying the position they have taken up, maintaining a 
heavy fire from it without advancing, and preventing the 
Turks from crossing the frontier. Their fire is being 
returned by the Turks. While I was at Karya, Hamdi 
Pasha received a telegram from Edhem Pasha informing 
him that to-morrow a general advance of the Turkish 
army will take place, war having been declared. The news 
was received by the Turkish soldiers with enthusiasm, and 
shouts of “ Long live the war” were raised. 


Greeks Win Near Nezero. 


” The Larissa Correspondent of the Daily News 
on Saturday at midnight wired intelligerce of 
the Greek successes on that date near Nezero— 


The fighting originated in an attempt of the Turks 
yesterday [Good Friday] towards evening, to occupy and 
fortify Analypsis, a strong- position on an eminence and 
situated near Nezero, on territory which has been sinee 1886 
regarded asneutral. They were promptly opposed, and 
driven back by a body of Greek troops espatched in haste 
from Nezero. The enemy made a vigorous resistance, and 
several times renewed the attack upon the . Their 
efforts, however, were quite fruitless. Not only did they 
fail to regain the position, but they were totally unable to 
resist effectually the forward movement of the Greeks, who 
gradually advanced and drove out the {furks from their 
stations at Kontroni, Karavida, Hagios Athanasios, and 
Hagios Elias. These posts, which are all in the neighbour- 
hood of Nezero, are now occupied by King George’s troops. 

Fighting was renewed again before daybreak this 
[Saturday] morning. The Turks made several distinct 
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charges to recover the positions captured by the Greeks the 
evening before. They had no better success, however, 
being repulsed repeatedly. The Greeks at this point 
brought up seme of their mountain-batteries from stations 
to the west, and from these a very effective fire was 
delivered upon the retreating enemy. ; 
During the day the fighting spread all along the line to 
the westward of Nezero, and the stations at Rafilvrysi, 
Rachovrysi, Hagios Athanasios, Hassan, Melouna, Gritzo- 
vali, and Bogazi opened fire upon each other. In some 
cases com tively few shots were fired, and the opposing 
forces did not come into close touch, but imeni, a 
station situated on a high summit at the right of the 
entrance to the Pass of Bogazi, was stormed by the Greeks, 


We were glad to hear from Larissa that as 
soon as the intelligence of this premature fighting 
was received there the Crown Prince telegraphed 
to the Greek commanders at Nezero and Rapsani 
to stop the firing at once. 


The Melouna Pass Captured by 
the Turks. 


The Melouna Pass, commanding the principal 
roads from the Turkish frontier into Greece, fell 
into the hands of the Turks after twenty-four 
hours’ hard fighting. Again was the British public 
indebted to one of Reuter’s Special Service Com- 
missioners for a prompt and clear description of 
this important engagement. This active journalist 


| wired last Sunday morning from the foot of the 


Melouna Pass— 


A fierce battle proceeded all night long in the Melouna 
Pass. The Greeks entered the Pass and descended towards 
the valley. They were met by four battalions of Turks, 
who drove them back, and at the point of the bayonet 
rescued the wie i ge the Turkish blockhouse, 
which was surrounded by the Greek force. 

Last [Saturday] night, Neshad Pasha, commanding the 
Fifth Division, occupied Mount Parna in great force, while

Hairi Pasha, who commands the Sixth Division, prepared 
to enter the Pass of Tehaissar, while the Col Melouna was 
occupied by Haidar Pasha, commanding the Fourth 
Division. 

Before dawn Edhem Pasha rode out to direct the 
operations, and a general engagement ensued. The battle 
still continues along the entire pass, over 20,000 men being 
engaged. The combat turns upon the possession of the 
Greek blockhouse, which was.obstinately defended. Several 
vigorous attacks were made without success; but at last, 
about nine o'clock, the Turks, by a magnificent dash, took 
the blockhouse by assault at the point of the bayonet, 

The Turkish soldiers are fighting like lions, and the 
Turkish artillery is doing splendid execution under the 
command of Riza Pasha. 

T regret to have to announce the death of Hafiz Pasha at

Elassona, Sunday, 9 p.m. 
At eight o’clock to-night the Turks had practically gained 
Sasa a of the entire pass, having carried all the heights 
ominating it from Meckehe to Papa Livado. They have 
as PL m the ae carat ot 
r a very fatiguing day with the headquarters staff j 
the Melouna Pass, I have returned here to ee the night. 
The battle was waged with the most admirable courage 
and determination on both’ sides. The whole pass rang 
with the roar of artillery and the rattle of musketry. It 


was, however, around the two Greek blockhouses that the 


most furious conflict occurred. They were 


Defended by the Greeks with the Utmost 
Valour and Tenacity. 


I was also greatly struck by the eoolness and discipli 
of the Turkish soldier in the hottest of the fight. ya 
instance I may cite an incident which I witnessed.. Four 
Turkish soldiers were advancing in skirmishing order under 
a deadly fire. They had become detached from the main 
body, but nevertheless continued to advance with perfect 
self-possession amid a perfect hail of bullets. Then one 
was hit and fell ; the second and the third in turn also fell, 
but the fourth calmly went on firing without the slightest 
regard for his personal safety until the Greeks retired. 


Edhem Pasha 


with his brilliant staff formed a striking group. There 
was. a constant va-et-vient of orderlies carrying reports 
and instructions, while the ambulance corps was busy in 
every direction bringing in the. wounded, whose swarthy 
faces were black with powder, and in many cases covered 
with blood. Edhem Pasha, with grave impassiveness, fol- 
lowed every phase of the conflict through his ficld-glass, 
issuing orders and receiving reports with imperturbable 
deliberateness. I noticed that many of the reports brought 
in from commanding officers engaged in the battle were 
scribbled on little seraps of paper stained with blood. 
Officers and men alike are black with the dust of battle. 
They have not slept, shaved, or washed for two days and 


two nights. 
3 RIA Riza Pasha, 
who commands the artillery, is a man of magnificent 
presence, He has exhibited the most masterly skill 
throughout in placing his batteries and directing their fire. 
Greek Victory at the Reveni Pass. 


On the other hand, the Greeks scored a success 
at the Reveni Pass, as stated in this telegram from 
the Daily News Athens Correspondent last Monday 
night— 

Edhem Pasha having attacked the Greeks at the Pass of 
Reveni, Colonel Smolenz, the Commander of the Greek 
forces there, has sy the Turks and pursued them as 
far as Damasi, within Turkish territory. Seven thousand 
Turks are, according to reports which reached here, dead 
and wounded. General Demopoulos, at the head of another 
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Greek division, has broken through the Turkish line at 
Bongazi, near Tyrnayos, and marched on to Damasi. 
General Mavromichale, commanding a third division, has 
broken through the Turkish lines at Koniskos, and has 
entered Turkish territory. 


Preveza Bombarded by Greek War-ships. 


The town of Preveza has been almost destroyed 
by the fire of the Greek war-ships, and a large 
body of Greek troops marched upon it. 


Movements of Italian War-ships. 
The Italian Government (it was wired from 
Rome on Tuesday) has ordered Admiral Canevaro, 
in command of the Italian Squadron in Cretan 
waters, and the senior Admiral of the Inter- 
national blockading fleet, to reinforce the Italian 
naval force off Salonika and Smyrna. 


The Island of Crete 


(the landing of Greek troops at which was the 
fount and origin of the war) meanwhile takes a 
“back seat.” The review at Canea of the 
International forces took place on April 15 in 
glorious weather. The Admirals, each with his 
staff, arrived on the ground at two in the after- 
noon. The troops were drawn up in two lines 
facing each other. The Admirals walked up 
both lines, closely inspecting the ranks, and were 
followed by the officers of their staffs. They 
then took up a position where the British, the 
French, and the Italian flags were hoisted. 

The spot is a picturesque one. In the rear is 
the bastion of Canea, with the flags of the 
Powers flying. On the left one sees the Bay of 
Canea, with the line of hills of the Akrotiri pen- 
insula and the “‘ insurgents’ ’’ position and flags

clearly visible. The French led the march past, 
and were followed by the Highlanders, the 
Austrians, Germans, Russians, and Italians. 
Admiral Canevaro expressed to each command- 
ing officer his satisfaction at the efficiency of the 
men. Admiral Harris was much pleased with 
the smart appearance of the Highlanders. 

. H.M.S. Revenge, while outside Suda, lost a man 
overboard. A life-belt was thrown to him, but 
he missed it and became completely exhausted. 
At this point Lieutenant Adison jumped over- 
board and reached the man. They sank twice 
together, but the young officer held on till both 
were picked up by a boat sent to their rescue. 


The “ Daily Telegraph ” = 
War Correspondent Not Wounded.

HE reason why the inhabi- 
tants of this great city of 
London are able to go to 

bed with a calm sense cf security 
as regards the danger from fire 
comes, unquestionably, from 
knowing that in case of an out- 
break absolute dependence m: y 
be placed on the efficiency of th: t 
brave body of men kncwn as tl e 
Metropolitan Fire Bri; ade, with 
the chief officer, Ccmmander 
Wells, R.N., at its head. 

It was to the headquarters of 
tae Brigade in the Southwark 
Bridge Road (writes a P.I.P. 
representative) that one day re- 
eontly E wended my way, with 
the double “object of congratu- 
lating Commander Wells on his 
then approaching marriage (which 
has since taken place) and also 
that I. might have a chat with 
him respecting the affairs of the 
srigade, which are always so 
interesting. 

Commander Wells was not 
altogether a stranger to me, as I 
uad made his agreeable acquaint- 
ance in 1891 at

ence of those Naval and Torpedo 
Manceuvres on the Lake which 
proved such-an attraction.

Discipline in the Brigade P”’ 


“ I hope so. I am convinced that discipline is 
the backbone of an organisation such as is this 
Brigade. Happily, most of the men here have 
served in the Navy, and know what’s expected 
of them, so I have no fear that we sha’n’t get 
along well. Besides, among sailors there is a 
sort of freemasonry and common language under- 
stood between us which does wonders when 
orders have to be executed.” 

“ Well, I think we shall feel none the less 
secure for having a sailor’s eye over us in this 
big city.”

It is on the Telephone 
that we depend to get all information ‘as to the 
locality and importance of a fire. For our 
purpose London is covered with a great network 
of wires, with despatching and receiving instru- 
ments distributed in every direction. Just 
look at that map hanging on that wall over 
there. Now, you see that big red spot; that 
is the headquarters here, and it is as nearly 
as possible in the centre of the area of 127 square 
miles of which the Brigade has charge. Those 
smaller red spots denote the five divisional 
stations, and these sixty-one smaller points 
indicate the positions of the ordinary fire-stations, 
while those blue spots represent the street fire- 
alarms. Now, break the glass of one of these, 
say, in King Street, Hammersmith ; immediately 
a bell is rung at the fire-station at Hammer- 
smith, and a metal-flap falls with the word 
‘King Street’ on it. An engine is at once ordered 
out, and the divisional station and headquarters 
are apprised by telephone. According to the 
subsequent report, the divisional super- 
intendent and chief officer at headquarters 
regulate the amount of help to be sent. So you 
see that within a few seconds of one of these 
hand-alarms. being pressed, I could, if I liked, 
eall out and concentrate the whole Brigade of 
London on the spot.’’ 


“ What is the Quickest Time 


in which an engine can be got out ?”’ 

“Under a minute at headquarters ; some- 
what longer at other stations; but two minutes 
and a half is the maximum time allowed at 
principal stations. The public place great im- 
portance on our getting out quickly, but they 
are apt to overlook the fact that it is quite as 
essential that time is not lost on the road, as it 
often is by the traffic impeding our progress. 
T should be glad to make use of your widely read

immediately they hear us àpproaching, while the 
police cannot be too alert in assisting to elcar 
the road. It is on the road that many minutes 
are needlessly wasted. Promptitude in getting 
to a fire is all important, for, although we can’t 
help fires breaking out we can do much to 
prevent small fires becoming big ones.” 
“ What are some of the most fruitful sources of 
fires ? ”? : 
“Throwing Down Matches Still Alight 
and the Upsetting of Oil-Lamps. 


We are powerless, of course, to enforce regula- 
tions with respect to the using and construction 
of mineral oil-lamps—that does not come within 
our province—but the subject might usefully 
employ the Legislature.” 

“ I suppose you may be said to be always on 
duty ?”’ <- 

‘* Certainly, sleeping or waking. My helmet 
and uniform are on a table at the sideof my bed, 
and I can dress in two minutes. We don’t take 
long to get into our clothes in the Navy.” 

‘‘ Then you are something of 

A ‘Quick-Change Artist,’ 
it seems?” 

“Yes, if you like to put it that way. Perhaps 
it may surprise you to know that if I go to the 
theatre or out to dinner, my uniform is in the 
boot of the carriage, and that my coachman is a 
fireman, and has his uniform also stowed away ; 
besides, the horses are part of our fire-station 
stud, and can be pressed into the service if needed 
when I have them out with my carriage.”
